No other pcoile are so negligent in this 


matter »s we Anericans. 
In fact our wholi 


energies seem, -a be cmplayed in reducing 
the wildernesi to our mark of civilization,— 
which is to "ay the axe indiscriminately to 
all the tree; within our reach without re- 
ference to t\e advantage which they are to 
us in their liring form, we overlook every- 
thing but the sordid gain which is to be 
procured by their immediate destruction 
while living, and their manufacture into 
hoards and thence into {houses, &c. 
This 


plan of cutiinjf down everything of the tree 
kind descends from the first settlers of our 
country, who ub doubt thought that the 
irork of clearing up the land could not be 
top rapidly effected,—the result is, that 
more than one-halt of the improved farm- 
ing lands in the older parts of the country, 
and, indeed in many of the new States nre 
suffering sadly for want of the very trees 
that the pioneers labored so hard to exter- 
miiute. There are now millions and mil- 
lions of land in this country valuable only 
just in proportion te the number of stand- 
ing trees, which -a few years ago were coi- 
sidered nearly worthless on account of their 
presence and the obsticle which they pre- 
sented to-the cultivation of the soil without 
their removal. Fruit trees, shade trees and 
trees for iiiel, fencing, and building purpo- 
ses, should be just as much an object of cul- 
ture as grass or giain. They are useful in 
manifold ways and are essential so the high- 
est health oT both men and domestic a ni- 
mals. Trees are in many cases the cheap- 
est crop winch the earth produces, a few 
minutes oi time will suffice to fix the germ 
in the ground, and a few spare minutes, 
once a year for a few years will afford all: 
the attention which they require,—after 
that they go on drawing nutriment from the 
air and earth, and thus continue for years 
increasing and expanding without any ad- 
ditional trouble or expense.

;:!..' frees, saying that " if we do so we shall i 
never live lo reap our reward"—but this is 
tin idea too selfish to be entertained for a 
minute, it is unworthy of a human being.— 
Let us throw such thoughts aside and " do 
for others as we would have others do for 
us."
